Cooneration will generally begin with the individual workers, and they may 
well determine the details, but the final consideration and signature of the 
memorandum of agreement should be accomplished through correspondence between 
the station director and the chief or head of the cooperating bureau or office. 

At a mecting of the association in Chicago in November, 1923, the Joint 
Committee on Projects and Correlation of Research included in its report the 
following statement: 

"It will be the policy of the Department to coordinate, through the 

office of the Director of Scientific Work, its agricultural research 

within the States, with that of the State oxperiment stations to the 

fullest extent compatible with the public interest and the Denartnent's 
responsibility to Congress for the effective and proper use of funds 
appropriated for work authorized. When research projects pertaining to 
the work of the State experiment stations are to be undertaken they will 
be brought to the attention of the colleges and stations of the States 
concerned. This will be done both to afford opportunity for cooperation, 
either formal or informal, as the conditions and circumstances may war~ 
rant, and to insure to the experiment stations knowledge of the coover-— 
ative undertakings of the Department with other agencies, either pibdlic 


or private, within the States, where the nature of the Denartment work 
requires such other cooperative relationships."
